ON THE GULF OF MEXICO (AP) — The deadly blowout of 
an oil rig in the Gulf of Mexieo was triggered by a bubble of 
methane gas that eseaped from the well and shot up the drill 
eolumn, expanding quiekly as it burst through several seals 
and barriers before exploding, aeeording to interviews with rig 
workers eondueted during BP’s internal investigation. 

While the eause of the explosion is still under investigation, 
the sequenee of events deseribed in the interviews provides 
the most detailed aeeount of the April 20 blast that killed 11 
workers and touehed off the underwater gusher that has poured 
more than 3 million gallons of erude into the Gulf

RNC dismisses finance 
chief, deputy

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Republican 
National Committee’s finance director 
and his deputy were forced out Friday, 
the latest victims of a scandal involving 
reimbursements for donors who attend a 
lesbian bondage-themed nightclub in Los 
Angeles, California. 

RNC chief of staff Michael Leavitt sent 
an e-mail message Friday to committee 
members telling them of the latest changes 
in the fundraising department and promising 
better stewardship of donors’ dollars 
heading toward crucial congressional 
elections in November. 

A longtime Republican fundraiser, Mary 
Heitman, was expected to be announced 
later as the replacement for finance director 
Rob Bickhart and his deputy, Debbie 
LeHardy. 

Their dismissals were the second and third 
top committee officials fired by Michael 
Steele, the chairman, who continues in his 


position despite the brouhaha that followed 
reports of the California episode. 

Steele was not present at West Hollywood’s 
Voyeur night club on Jan. 31 when a group 
of young Republicans ran a tab of almost 
$2,000, which was picked up by the RNC. 
After reporters noted the bill in a funding 
report, Steele dismissed chief of staff 
Ken McKay. One of Steele’s top advisers. 
Curt Anderson, quit committee’s circle of 
consultants. 

Allison Meyers, a staffer blamed for the 
outing, also lost her job. The committee 
said it would be reimbursed by a donor 
who had attended. 

After the first reports of the trip to the 
sex-theme club, an internal audit found 
“significant deficiencies” in RNC 
operations. 

That report said the tab from Voyeur was 
reimbursed with a forged signature but 
reported it was “questionable” whether 
finance director Bickhart had reviewed the 
reimbursement. □

Portions of the interviews, 
two written and one taped, 
were described in detail to 
an Associated Press reporter 
by Robert Bea, a University 
of California Berkeley 
engineering professor who 
serves on a National Academy 
of Engineering panel on oil 
pipeline safety and worked for 
BP PLC as a risk assessment 
consultant during the 1990s. 
He received them from 
industry friends seeking his 
expert opinion. 

Seven BP executives were on 
board the Deepwater Horizon 
rig celebrating the project’s 
safety record, according to 
the transcripts. Meanwhile, 
far below, the rig was being 
converted from an exploration 
well to a production well. 

As the workers removed 
pressure from the drilling 
column and introduced heat to 
set the cement seal around the 
wellhead, the chemical reaction 
created heat, destabilizing the 
seal and allowing a gas bubble 
to form inside the pipe. 

Deep beneath the seafloor, 
methane gas is in a slushy, 
crystalline form. But as 
the bubble rose up the drill 


column from the high-pressure 
environs of the deep to the 
less pressurized shallows, it 
intensifled and grew, breaking 
through various safety barriers, 
the interviews said. 

“A small bubble becomes a 
really big bubble,” Bea said. 
“So the expanding bubble 
becomes like a cannon 
shooting the gas into your 
face.” 

Up on the rig, the first thing 
workers noticed was the 
seawater in the drill column 
suddenly shooting back at 
them, rocketing 240 feet in the 
air. Then, gas surfaced. Then 
oil. 

“What we had learned when 
I worked as a drill rig laborer 
was swoosh, boom, run,” Bea 
said. 

“The swoosh is the gas, boom 
is the explosion and run is 
what you better be doing.” 
The gas flooded into an 
adjoining room with exposed 
ignition sources, he said. 
“That’s where the first 
explosion happened,” said 
Bea, who worked for Shell Oil 
in the 1960s during the last big 
northern Gulf of Mexico oil 
well blowout. “The mud room 
was next to the quarters where 
the party was. Then there 
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The Q4000 platform, which is lowering the containment device 
to the sea floor, is seen shortly after the containment device made 
contact with the sea floor at the site of the massive oil leak in the 
Gulf of Mexico off the coast of Louisiana, Friday, May 7, 2010.

was a series of explosions 
that subsequently ignited the 
oil that was coming from 
below.” 

The executives were injured 
but survived, according to one 
account. Nine rig crew on the 
rig floor and two engineers 
died. 

“The furniture and walls 
trapped some and broke some 
bones but they managed to 
get in the life boats with 
assistance from others,” said 
the transcript. 

The reports made Bea, the 73- 
year-old industry veteran, cry. 
“It sure as hell is painful,” he 
said. “Tears of frustration and 
anger.” 

BP spokesman Daren Beaudo 
said he could not immediately 
comment on the report. 

On Friday, a BP-chartered 
vessel lowered a 100-ton 
concrete-and-steel vault 


onto the ruptured well, an 
important step in a delicate 
and unprecedented attempt to 
stop most of the gushing crude 
fouling the sea. 

“We are essentially taking 
a four-story building and 


lowering it 5,000 feet and 
setting it on the head of a pin,” 
BP spokesman Bill Salvin told 
The Associated Press.

WASHINGTON-Lawmakers 
are trying to learn the eauses 
of the drastic stock market 
sell-off to ensure that high- 


tech trading is monitored and 
average investors are protected 
in the wilds of Wall Street. 
Sens. Ted Kaufman, D-Del., 
and Mark Warner, D-Va., 
have asked Senate Banking 


Committee Chairman 

Christopher Dodd to use the 
pending overhaul of financial 
regulations to address 
the Dow Jones industrial 
average’s sudden, brief 
drop of almost 1,000 points 
Thursday. The House has 
scheduled a hearing on the 
market plunge for Tuesday. 
President Barack Obama 
said Friday that regulatory 
authorities are evaluating the 
“unusual market activity” 
with an eye toward protecting 
investors and preventing a 
recurrence. He said regulators 
would make their findings and 
recommendations public. 
Warner and Kaufman, in a 
letter to Dodd Friday, want to 
use the financial overhaul bill 
moving through the Senate 
to require the Securities 
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and Exchange Commission 
and the Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission to 
undertake a thorough study 
of high-frequency trading and 
other tools that move markets 
in fractions of a second. 

“To simply say this was a 
technology anomaly would be 
a huge mistake,” Warner said 
in an interview. Trades that 
use complex algorithms are 
“even more esoteric than the 
derivatives sector.” “It needs 
a little more light shined on 
it.” In their letter, Warner and 
Kaufman spelled out issues 
they want the SEC and CFTC 
to consider, including whether 
the agencies should require 
“circuit-breaker mechanisms” 
to prevent runaway computer- 
driven selloffs or whether the 
high-tech trading operations 
of large banks present risks to 
the markets. They also want 
to know how the agencies 
intend to track high frequency 
trades to detect manipulative 
transactions. “The sense is 
here — with the volatility in 
the market, the hangover from 
2008 — the last thing the 
market needs is for everyday 
investors to be robbed of 
confidence,” Warner said. 


In the House, Rep. Paul 
Kanjorski, D-Pa., has called 
for a Tuesday hearing of a 
subcommittee to examine the 
causes of the sudden freefall 
and partial rebound, some 
of the most volatile trading 
in market history. Kanjorski 
has asked SEC Chairwoman 
Mary Schapiro to investigate 
the causes of Thursday’s 
gyrations. The startling market 
dive and bounce came amid 
doubts over Greece’s ability 
to confront its national debt 
and overarching stock market 
nervousness. 

It also came as the Senate 
moved fitfully through a 
massive bill to put restraints on 
the financial sector, bickering 
over procedural delays amid 
periodic bursts of action. 

The Wall Street plunge was 
unlikely to alter the outlook 
for the bill, which at this stage 
appears to be clearing a path 
for itself toward passage. 

But the Senate has yet to 
address other aspects of the 
bill, including a bipartisan 
proposal to audit the Federal 
Reserve’s emergency loans 
to banks during the months 
leading to and after the 2008 
financial crisis. □

A nearby shopping bag had 
books and a gift wrapped in 
pink tissue paper. 

Police had earlier cordoned off 
a pedestrian mall and nearby 
streets with yellow tape around 
1:15 p.m., while yelling “Get 
back, get back” at onlookers 
and guiding bomb-sniffing 
dogs through the area. 

The bomb squad X-rayed 
the soft-sided green cooler 
and the bag found on the 
pedestrian mall to determine, 
“in an abundance of caution,” 
whether it posed a threat, 
NYPD spokesman Paul 
Browne said. 

Six NYPD officers opened the 
cooler and the bag, took out 
the contents and carried it off 
about an hour later, when the 
department said there was no 
threat. “It was exciting, but it 
seemed a little silly, after all 
— a cooler that somebody left 
there,” said psychiatrist Thor 
Bergersen, of Newton, Mass., 
who watched the drama from 
the eighth floor of the Marriott 
Marquis hotel. 

The department has had a 30 
percent uptick in the number 
of suspicious package reports 
since the failed bombing in 
Times Square. 

“This is something that happens 
fairly regularly,” Police 
Commissioner Raymond 
Kelly said Friday. “When you 
have a major event, the reports 
of suspicious packages will go 
up. I think to a certain extent, 
people are becoming more 
suspicious, more vigilant and 
that results in more calls.” 
Times Square vendor Walter 
“Candyman” Wells was among 
those feeling suspicious. 


Sitting on a stool near his 
table of T-shirts, he looked 
out Friday onto the street, 
already back to its usual 
bustle after the scare. “I think 
they’re testing us, whoever is 
doing this. They’re testing our 
tolerance for putting up with 
this chaos.” 

“They’re playing chess with 
us right now, but they ain’t 
gonna win,” the Vietnam 
veteran said. “’Cause we’re 
the Bobby Fischers.” 

No evacuations have been 
ordered from buildings, 
but workers were told to 
stay indoors as the police 
responded. Cars approaching 
the area were told to turn back 
as an eerie silence descended 
on the area. Henry Goldfine, 
an attorney from New Jersey 
attending a meeting at the 
hotel, said he had planned to 
relax on the Times Square 
pedestrian mall but was turned 
away. “Instead, I’m going 
back where there’s no air 
and no light,” Goldfine said, 
standing near the hotel. “We 
don’t have things like this in 
New Jersey.” 

On an average day, police 
get 90 to 100 reports of a 
suspicious package. Browne 
said there were more than 145 
reports on Thursday alone. 

A package discovered earlier 
Friday near the area where 
the car bomb was discovered 
turned out to be someone’s 
lunch. 

On Wednesday, the bomb 
squad was called out to look 
at a truck with a strong odor 
of gasoline abandoned on the 
Robert F. Kennedy Bridge, 
but nothing dangerous was 
found inside. 

“People are being more 
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vigilant, and that’s a good 
thing,” Browne said earlier 
Friday. “People are also 
getting their lost property 
returned a lot faster these 
days,” he quipped.□

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EU tries to calm fears over Greek debt crisis

BRUSSELS (AP) — French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy 
and German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel announced 
early Saturday that the 16 
eurozone nations will set up a 
financial defense plan by the 
time markets open next week 
to shield their shared currency 


against further attack. 

With Spain and Portugal’s 
fragile financial systems 
already pounded by markets 
in the wake of the Greek debt 
crisis, Sarkozy and Merkel laid 
out a plan to defend all euro 
nations against aggressive 
market movement. 

“The euro is an essential 
element of Europe. We cannot 
leave it to speculators,” 


Sarkozy said following nine 
hours of emergency talks 
by leaders from eurozone 
nations. 

“We will not let others 
undo what generations have 
created,” said Sarkozy. 
Eurozone chief Jean-Claude 
Juncker underscored the 
urgency of the threat by 
saying that even the staunchly 
independent European Central 
Bank was on board to help 
out with the operation after 
Jean-Claude Trichet huddled 
with Sarkozy and Merkel just 
before the summit. 

“The ECB will want to 
contribute” to the mechanism, 
he said. 

“We are talking about a global 
attack against the euro, and 
the eurozone must react as 
one,” Juncker said. 

Sarkozy said European 
finance ministers will hold 
another emergency meeting 
Sunday to work out specifics 
of the anti-speculation plan. 
The urgency of Sunday’s 
hastily arranged Ecofin 
meeting is the first clear 
indication that fears of 
contagion are coming true, 
with the crisis that emerged 
from Greece starting to affect 



other eurozone countries. 

The fighting words from 
Sarkozy and Juncker were 
another. 

Spain and Portugal are 
beginning to show the same 
signs of trouble that Greece 
was three months ago, with 
borrowing costs increasing, 
talk of speculative attacks 
and increasing concern 
among European partners that 
some form of help could be 
required. 

“There’s no reason, no 
fundamental reason in the 
economy to make such 
suspicions about our sovereign 
debt,” said Portuguese Prime 
Minister Jose Socrates. 

The summit, originally called 
to sign off on a bailout plan 
for Greece and draw lessons 
for the future, turned into one 
of crisis management amid 
market turmoil. 

Financial markets have 
continued to sell off the 
euro and Greek bonds even 
as EU leaders have insisted 
for days that the Greek 
financial implosion is a 
unique combination of bad 
management, free spending 
and statistical cheating that 
doesn’t apply to other euro¬ 
zone nations. 

Beyond immediate measures 
to protect the euro, several 
leaders at the meeting said 
they want to impose punishing 
budgetary rules which would 
force member nations walk 
a tight budgetary line and 
avoid the kind of cheating 
and overspending that led to 


Greece’s problems. 

Several leaders, including 
Sarkozy and Merkel, insisted 
the near-collapse of Greece 
and subsequent market moves 
against other eurozone nations 
underscoredthatthe framework 
of rules for managing the euro 
needed revamping, according 
to officials close to the talks. 
To deal with the crisis, 
some also wanted a deeper 
involvement of the European 
Central Bank. 

“We must sharpen the edge” 
of the rules to keep wayward 
governments in line, Merkel 
said, adding the 16 eurozone 
leaders should also consider 
changes to the 1992 treaty that 
laid the groundwork for the 
shared currency. “Otherwise, it 
won’t work, in my opinion.” 
Opening the evening summit 
among visibly tense dinner 
partners, Sarkozy andEuropean 
Commission President Jose 
Manuel Barroso insisted the 
crisis now had gone beyond 
Greece itself and affected the 
very roots of the currency. 
Canadian Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty chaired a G- 
7 telephone conference of 
finance minister and central 
bankers on the Greek debt 
situation and he urged 
European countries to move 
quickly with a strong response. 
“The sooner the better,” said 
Flaherty, who declined to talk 
about the details of the talks. 
“The key is that we move 
toward a resolution. This has 
to be resolved. It cannot go on 
indefinitely.”Q 
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frail N. Korean leaaer maxes scaieo-aown Cnina visit

BEIJING (AP) — The 
pompadour was gone, along 
with much of the paunch. 
North Korea’s 68-year-old 
dictator Kim Jong II appeared 
shriveled and worn during 
this week’s scaled-down visit 
to China, signs that his health 
has deteriorated. 

Kim, who almost never travels 
abroad, had clearly lost weight 
and hair and appeared to show 
signs of a stroke reportedly 
suffered in 2008. His left arm 
hung at his side much of the 
time, and he walked with a 
limp as is common among 
stroke patients. 

South Korean experts also 
report Kim, known as heavy 
drinker, is undergoing kidney 
dialysis every two weeks. 
Analysts pronounced the 
visit a success for both 
sides, with Kim appearing to 
obtain economic assistance 
and China achieving the 
prospect of greater stability 
on the peninsula, including 
indications that North Korea 
would return to six-nation 
nuclear disarmament talks 
that it abandoned in December 
2008. 

While the five-day visit was 
officially termed “unofficial” 
—freeing Kim from physically 
taxing events such as a formal 
welcoming ceremony — the 
fact that he made the journey 
at all shows how desperate he 
is for Chinese support, said 
Kim Dong-gil, deputy director 
of Peking University’s Center 
for Korean Peninsula Studies. 
“That shows that they really 
badly need Chinese help, 
militarily, economically and 
most important, politically,” 
said Kim. 

Another analyst said the 
diminutive dictator may have 
traveled to Beijing to seek 
approval for his succession 
plans. Kim is said to be 
grooming a son, Kim Jong 
Un, to succeed him. 

“They want that blessing,” 
said Jin Canrong, of Beijing’s 
Renmin University. 

There was no sign that Kim’s 
putative heir accompanied 
him on the trip. 

Accompanied by his top 
military and Communist Party 
leaders, Kim’s activities were 


more circumscribed than in 
previous visits, limited to 
excursions to industrial zones 
in four cities, a banquet and 
a handful of meetings with 
Chinese leaders. 

Television footage aired on 
Friday — the first official 
Chinese confirmation of his 
visit — showed Kim shaking 
hands with Chinese leaders 
at Beijing’s Great Hall of the 
People, footage apparently 
shot Wednesday night. He 
exchanged comments with 
President Hu Jintao in a 
conference room, then stood 
and read from a piece of 
paper at a banquet table and 
exchanged toasts with red 
wine. 

Other footage showed him 
visiting a biotechnology firm 
accompanied by Hu, during 
an excursion to Beijing’s 
Zhongguancun high-tech zone 
believed to have happened 
Thursday morning. The 
eccentric Kim is known to 
shun air travel and travels 
entirely by road and rail. 

Despite his frail appearance, 
Kim’s visit may have been 
intended to show that he 
remains in charge, said Kim 
Yong-hyun, a professor of 
North Korean affairs at Seoul’s 
Dongguk University. 

“It sends a message to the 
world that he is healthy and 
has no trouble running the 
country,” Kim said. 

The visit that began Monday 
had been shrouded in secrecy 
in keeping with Kim’s 
reclusive ways. His armored 
train crossed the border back 
into North Korea midmorning 
after leaving Beijing on 
Thursday. 

Kim’s regime has been flailing 
from years of international 
sanctions, economic 

mismanagement, and a recent 
failed currency revaluation. 
It has grown ever more 
dependent on Chinese aid, 
investment, and diplomatic 
support, particularly in the 
wake of deteriorating ties with 
South Korea. Beijing appears 
eager to provide such support 
to prevent his impoverished 
country’s implosion, which 
could touch off severe unrest 
on its border. 

China, which sent troops to 
back North Korea during 


the 1950-53 Korean War, 
already provides most of the 
aid needed to prop up the 
economy and feed the North’s 
malnourished population of 
23 million. 

“The visit has been in the 
interest of both parties,” said 
Peking University’s Kim. “It 
has helped stabilize North 
Korea’s economy and achieve 
China goal of stability on the 
Korean Peninsula.” 

While no details have been 
announced, Kim said North 
Korea had likely won a 
commitment to provide crucial 
fertilizer once supplied by 
South Korea, along with major 
investments in miningQ

LONDON (AP) — Britain’s 
inconclusive election turned 
into high political drama 
Friday, with the Conservatives 
and Labour Party wooing a 
potential ally as the markets 
pressed for results and a 
public accustomed to clearer 
outcomes watched transfixed. 
Conservative leader David 
Cameron, ahead but shy of a 
majority, seized the initiative 
with a “comprehensive offer” 
to the ideologically dissimilar 
but possibly willing Liberal 
Democrats. 

Labour incumbent Gordon 
Brown, beaten but still 
battling, dangled before the 
Liberal Democrats their 
dream of major electoral 
reform. A weekend of frantic 
negotiations loomed — but 
momentum seemed to be with 
the youthful Cameron. 

Liberal Democrat leader Nick 
Clegg did not immediately 
respond in public to his 
opponents’ overtures, but 
said earlier that the party that 
had gained the most seats 
and the most votes — the 
Conservatives — should have 
the first right to try to govern. 
“I think it is now for the 
Conservative Party to prove 
that it is capable of seeking 
to govern in the national 
interest,” he said. 
Ideologically, the center-left 
Clegg has more in common 
with Brown. Both oppose 
the immediate cuts Cameron 
says are needed to begin 
rebalancing Britain’s debt- 
burdened economy and both 
have attacked his Tories as 
the party of privilege. Clegg 


has clashed with Brown 
and Cameron over Britain’s 
expensive submarine- 

launched nuclear deterrent, 
which the Liberal Democrat 
leader has indicated he may 
want to scrap. 

But the Conservatives have 
held out the tantalizing 
prospect of Liberal Democrat 
seats in a Tory government, 
with senior Conservative 
lawmaker William Hague 
saying Cabinet posts were not 
“off the table.” 

The 43-year-old Cameron said 
“we have to accept that we fell 
short of an overall majority” 
as results showed his party 
had won 306 of the 650 seats 
in the House of Commons — 
less than the 326 needed for 
outright victory. 

“Britain needs strong, stable 
decisive government and it is 
in the national interest that we 
get that on a secure basis. ... I 
want to make a big, open and 
comprehensive offer to the 
Liberal Democrats,” he said. 
But Cameron promised only a 
“committee of inquiry” to look 
into the Liberal Democrats’ 
major goal, reform of Britain’s 
electoral system so that the 
number of seats gained is 
based on the percentage of 
vote a party achieves. They 
say that is fairer than the 
current system, in which a 
party can win a parliamentary 
majority by getting only a 
third of votes. 

Cameron also left open the 
option of trying to form a 
minority government if the 
Liberal Democrats turned him 
down. Brown, too, appealed 
to the Liberal Democrats to 
make a deal, and went farther 
than Cameron by promising 
quick legislation on electoral 
reform. 

“There needs to be immediate 
legislation on this to begin to 
restore the public’s trust in 
politics,” Brown said. 

“The question for all the 
political parties now is whether 
a parliamentary majority can 
be established that reflects 
what you, the electorate, have 
told us,” Brown said in a 
statement delivered outside 10 
Downing St. — still his home, 
at least for now. 

Even a deal with the Liberal 
Democrats would leave 


Labour a few seats short of a 
majority, meaning they would 
have to turn to Scottish and 
Welsh nationalists for further 
support. 

Final results in Thursday’s 
electiongavetheConservatives 
306 seats it the 650 seat House 
of Commons. Labour won 258 
seats, the Liberal Democrats 
57, and smaller parties 28. 
Voting in one constituency 
was postponed until later this 
month because of the death of 
a candidate. 

Thursday’s closely fought 
election was the first since 
1974 to produce a “hung 
Parliament,” in which no 
party has overall control. The 
prospect of days, and possibly 
weeks, of political horse¬ 
trading unsettled the financial 
markets. As the pound and the 
FTSE-100 index fell sharply, 
pressure mounted for a quick 
solution. 

“It’s vital that this political 
vacuum is filled as quickly 
as possible,” said Miles 
Templeman, director general 
of business group the Institute 
of Directors. “The country 
simply can’t afford an 
extended period of political 
horse-trading which delays 
much-needed action to tackle 
the deficit.” 

Observers both inside and out 
of the country were following 
developments with interest. 
“It’s a bit fascinating to watch,” 
White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs told reporters 
Friday. “We look forward to 
working with whoever is the 
prime minister.” 

Cameron and Clegg held 
telephone talks Friday, 
kicking off a furious round 
of negotiations. Clegg was 
later seen leaving his party’s 
headquarters near Parliament, 
while Hague and George 
Osborne, another senior Tory 
figure, were both seen leaving 
a meeting at the Cabinet 
office. 

All declined to comment on 
the prospects of any potential 
deal. 

Although Britain has no 
written constitution, senior 
civil servants have been 
careful to lay out the rules in 
the event of a hung Parliament 
and avoid even more market-

BANGKOK (AP) — New 
violence erupted in the 
Thai capital night, killing 
a policeman and marring 
tentative progress to resolving 
a sometimes bloody two- 
month standoff between the 
government and protesters who 
are seeking new elections. 
Protesters seeking the prime 
minister’s ouster haggled 
Friday over terms of a 
govemmentreconciliationplan 
that could end their protracted 
demonstrations that have shut 
down much of Bangkok’s 
commercial district. 

The protesters, known as 
the Red Shirts, say they 
agree in principle with a 
proposal by Prime Minister 
Abhisit Vejjajiva to dissolve 
Parliament and hold new polls 
— their key demands — but 
want more specific details and 
assurance that Abhisit has the 
full support of his coalition 
partners and other political 
actors. 

But late Friday night, the 
sense of relative calm that 
has prevailed for several days 
was disturbed by a mysterious 
incident near where grenades 
exploded on April 22, killing 


one person and wounding 
several others. The area, close 
to an encampment of the 
protesters, is guarded by many 
police and soldiers. 

A witness, Decha 
Phoonpanang, said either a 
small explosive or gunshots 
whizzed past him, shattering 
the glass storefront of a bank 
and hitting two policemen 
— one in the stomach — and 
a man in the leg. 

A spokesman for nearby 
Chulalongkom Hospital 
said the policemen had been 
admitted there, and one needed 
an immediate operation, but 
would not provide further 
details. 

The official Erawan emergency 
center said the incident 
involved multiple gunshots, 
and that one of the policemen 
had died. 

A wounded but conscious 
woman and a 58-year-old 
man, fully conscious with 
minor wounds, were admitted 
to two other hospitals. 

Slightly more than two hours 
later, about three explosions 
could be heard in an adjacent 
street that fronts a park. The 
Erawan center said four 
soldiers had been wounded, 
though Thai media reported 


that the casualties were police 
officers. Other soldiers quickly 
cordoned off the area next to 
Lumpini Park. 

Associated Press reporters saw 
some shrapnel and indentation 
in the road that appeared 
to have been caused by an 
explosion, as well as a trail of 
blood. No official information 
was immediately released 
about the incident. 

Earlier Friday, the Red Shirts 
— formally known as the 
United Front for Democracy 
Against Dictatorship, or UDD 
—reiterated their commitment 
to join the government’s 
reconciliation process. 

“If everything ends without 
violence or loss of lives, the 
UDD will not consider that 
a victory of any particular 
party - not the Red Shirts, 
not the government, but the 
whole country,” said Nattawut 
Saikua, one of the group’s 
leaders. 

“We have not decided when to 
end the protest,” he added. 
Other activists who oppose the 
Red Shirts have denounced the 
peace offering as a capitulation 
and demanded that Abhisit 
clear their encampments or 
step down. 

Some factions on all sides 


oppose a settlement, making it 
difficult to pinpoint an obvious 
suspect in the new violence. 
The nearly two-month standoff 
in Bangkok has hammered 
the economy, decimated the 
tourist industry and ground 
government machinery to 
a near halt. Clashes with 
soldiers and other violence 
earlier killed 27 people and 
injured nearly 1,000. 

Abhisit unveiled a proposal 
that included new elections 
on Nov. 14 — about a year 
before his term would end 
— if the protesters left their 
encampment in the heart of the 
Thai capital. The Parliament 
must be dissolved at least 45 
days before the elections. 


The plan includes respect 
for the monarchy, reforms to 
resolve economic injustice, 
media reforms, independent 
investigations of violence 
connected with the protests, 
and amending the constitution 
to be more fair to all political 
parties. 

But the date of the dissolution 
of Parliament has since 
become a sticking point, 
with the Red Shirts insisting 
it be specified and Abhisit 
saying only it would happen 
in time for the November 
election, but possibly as early 
as September. No date would 
be fixed if the Red Shirts did 
not agree to the plan, said the

WASHINGTON - The 
economy got what it needed 
in April: A burst of hiring that 
added a net 290,000 jobs, the 
biggest monthly total in four 
years. 

The improving picture caused 
so many more people to pour 
into the labor force in search 
of employment that the jobless 
rate rose from 9.7 percent to 
9.9 percent. 

The hiring last month of 
66,000 temporary government 
workers to conduct the census 
added to overall job creation. 
But private employers — the 
backbone of the economy 
— contributed the most: A 
surprisingly strong 231,000 
jobs, the most since March 
2006, the Labor Department 
said Friday. 

The new jobs, generated by 
sectors across the economy, are 
the first sign that the recovery 
is adding significant numbers 
of new positions — even if not 
enough to absorb the infiux of 
jobseekers. That’s why the 
unemployment rate rose. 

The encouraging message in 
Friday’s report, though, is that 


employers are finally hiring 
again. 

“Companies have a newfound 
confidence in the future of the 
economic recovery and on 
the part of their own business 
prospects,” said Joel Naroff, 
president of Naroff Economic 
Advisors. “The broad-based 
job gains are an indication that 
businesses are feeling more 
comfortable about expanding 
their work forces,” he said. 
PresidentBarackObamacalled 
the addition of 290,000 jobs 
in April “very encouraging 
news.” But he said much 
remains to be done to get 
Americans back to work. 
“This week’s jobs numbers 
comes as a relief to Americans 
who found a job,” Obama 
said. “But it offers obviously 
little comfort to those who are 
still out of work.” 

The unemployment rate rose 
in April, mainly because a 
fiood of 805,000 jobseekers 
— perhaps feeling better about 
their prospects — resumed 
their searches for work. 

Many economists have 
predicted the unemployment 
rate would rise as people come 
back into the labor force. The 


jobless rate hit 10.1 percent 
in October, a 26-year high. 
The rate could climb back up 
to the 10 percent range in the 
months ahead, Naroff said. 

In a separate report Friday, 
the Federal Reserve said 
consumer borrowing rose 
$1.95 billion in March, an 
unexpected increase and only 
the second gain in the last 
14 months. That was better 
than the $3.8 billion drop 
economists expected. 

The two reports sketched out 
a picture of a healing jobs 
market, growing consumer 
confidence and an economy 
picking up momentum in the 
early spring. 

Wall Street appeared to look 
past the more positive U.S. 
jobs report and instead focused 
on Europe’s spreading debt 
crisis. The trouble overseas 
sent the Dow Jones industrial 
average plunging nearly 
1,000 points Thursday before 
recovering most of its losses. 
Stock prices on Friday were 
fiuctuating sharply, as they 
often do the day after a big 
slide. By late afternoon, the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
was down more than 170 
points. The surprisingly high 
number of jobs added in April 
offered the latest evidence that 
businesses are feeling more 
confident in the recovery. 
Consumers increased their 
spending in March by the 
largest amount in five months. 
Factory production grew in 
April at the fastest pace in 
nearly six years and demand 
grew briskly for a variety of 
services in that same month. 
Job gains in April were 
widespread. Manufacturers, 
construction companies, 
retailers, professional and 
business services, education 
and health services, leisure and 
hospitality, and government 
all showed gains. □

Stocks falter after wild 
day, Europe woes linger

NEW YORK - Stocks had another volatile day, swinging widely 
before closing sharply lower. 

The Dow Jones industrials ended Friday with a loss of about 
140 points, having been down almost 280 earlier. That followed 
a brief plunge of nearly 1,000 points on Thursday, the biggest 
one-day drop in the Dow’s history. Stocks often trade erratically 
the day after a big slide. 

Traders were still anxious amid lingering questions about what 
caused Thursday’s sudden drop. Several possibilities were 
being investigated, but as of late Friday no clear explanation 
had emerged. 

The market looked past a surprisingly strong report on the U.S. 
jobs market and focused instead on the harrowing plunge the 
day before and the latest moves in Europe’s spreading debt 
crisis. 

Technology stocks were particularly hard hit following reports 
that Nokia Corp. was broadening its legal fight against rival cell 
phone maker Apple Inc. to include the iPad, Apple’s new hit 
product. Apple shares fell 4.2 percent in heavy trading. 
Europe’s debt problems again weighed on stocks. Germany’s 
parliament approved Berlin’s share of the rescue package after a 
boisterous debate. However, investors still fear that Greece may 
not make a May 19 deadline to make a debt repayment. 

The concerns go far beyond Greece, the smallest economy in 
the European Union. A further loss of confidence in European 
government debt could have an impact on other weak countries 
like Portugal, potentially requiring another difficult bailout 
process. The debt crisis has already badly undermined Europe’s 
shared currency, the euro. 

“You’re not concerned about the kid with the cold, but how he 
spreads it to the rest of the class,” said Len Blum, a managing 
partner at investment bank Westwood Capital. Blum noted 
that Greece’s debt problem could be similar to the subprime 
mortgage meltdown in the U.S., which quickly spread to other 
parts of the financial system. □

Ryuji Imada, Francesco 
Molinari and Heath Slocum 
were a stroke back. 

But as the wind picked up 
and the temperatures rose late 
in the afternoon, there were 
signs that the TPC Sawgrass 
was starting to get firm after 
two days of relatively soft 
conditions.

Unseeded Maria Jose Martinez 
Sanchez of Spain prevented 
an all-Serb final on Saturday 
when she beat another former 
No. 1 —Ana Ivanovic — 6-4, 
6 - 2 . 

Ivanovic, whose ranking has 
slipped to No. 58, struggled 
to counter Martinez Sanchez’s 
serve-and-volley game.

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America’s favorite birth 
controi method turns 50

CHICAGO - A world without 
“the pill” is unimaginable 
to many young women who 
now use it to treat acne, skip 
periods, improve mood and, 
of course, prevent pregnancy. 
They might be surprised 
to learn that U.S. officials 
announcing approval of the 
world’s first oral contraceptive 
were uncomfortable. 

“Our own ideas of morality 
had nothing to do with the 
case,” said John Harvey of the 
Food and Drug Administration 
in 1960. 

The pill was safe, in other 
words. Don’t blame us if you 
think it’s wicked. 

Sunday, Mother’s Day, is 
the 50th anniversary of that 
provocative announcement 
that introduced to the 
world what is now widely 
acknowledged as one of the 
most important inventions of 
the last century. 

The world has changed, but 
it’s debatable what part the 
birth control pill played. 
Some experts think it gets too 
much credit or blame for the 
sexual revolution. After all, 
sex outside of marriage wasn’t 
new in 1960. 

The pill definitely changed sex 
though, giving women more 
control over their fertility than 
they’d ever had before and 
permanently putting doctors 
— who previously didn’t see 
contraceptives as part of their 
job — in the birth control 
picture. 

But some things haven’t 
changed. Now as then, a male 
birth control pill is still on the 
drawing board. 

“There’s a joke in this field 
that a male pill is always five 
to seven years away from the 
market, and that’s what people 
have been saying since 1960,” 
said Andrea Tone, a history 
professor at Montreal’s 
McGill University and author 
of “Devices and Desires: A 
History of Contraception in 
America.” 

The pill is America’s favorite 
form of reversible birth 
control. (Sterilization is the 
leader overall.) Nearly a third 


of women who want to prevent 
unwanted pregnancies use it. 
“In 2008, Americans spent 
more than $3.5 billion on birth 
control pills,” Tone said, “and 
we’ve gone from the one pill 
to 40 different brands.” 

There are Yaz, Yasmin, 
Seasonale, Seasonique 

and Lybrel — all with 
slightly different packaging, 
formulations and selling 
points. Lybrel is the first 
pill designed to eliminate 
menstrual periods entirely, 
although gynecologists say 
any generic can do the same 
thing if you skip the placebo 
and take the active pill every 
day. 

In the 1960s, anthropologist 
Ashley Montagu thought 
the birth control pill was as 
important as the discovery of 
fire. Turns out it wasn’t the 
answer to overpopulation, 
war and poverty, as some of 
its early advocates had hoped. 
Nor did it universally save 
marriages. 

“Married couples could have 
happier sex with more freedom 
and less fear. The divorce rate 
might go down and there 
would be no more unwanted 
pregnancies,” said Elaine 
Tyler May, 62, a University of 
Minnesota history professor 
who wrote “America and the 
Pill. 

“None of those things 
happened, not the optimistic 
hopes or the pessimistic fears

of sexual anarchy,” she said. 
And it didn’t eliminate all 
unwanted pregnancies either. 
Nearly half of all pregnancies 
to U.S. women are unintended 
and nearly half of those end 
in abortion, according to the 
Guttmacher Institute, which 
has gathered data on abortions 
for years. 

The pill is often associated with 
the women’s movement of the 
1970s. But the two feminists 
behind the pill, the ones who 
provided the intellectual spark 
and the financial backing, 
were bom a century earlier, in 
the 1870s. 

As suffragists worked for the 
vote, renowned birth control 
pioneer Margaret Sanger 
distributed pamphlets with 
contraceptive advice and 
dreamed of a magic pill to 
prevent pregnancy. 

Her grandson, Alex Sanger, 62, 
now chair of the International 
Planned Parenthood Council, 
remembers playing catch 
as a boy with his famous 
grandmother and eating her 
firehouse-spicy food. 

“My grandmother had the idea 
for the pill back in 1912 when 
she was working on the lower 
East Side of New York,” Alex 
Sanger said. “She saw women 
resorting to back alley, illegal 
abortions. 

One too many of these women 
died in her arms and she said 
‘Enough.’ □ 


Genes Tie Bleed Fat 
te Heart Disease

Scientists have long debated the role triglyceride levels might 
play in heart disease, and finally they have genetic evidence 
linking high concentrations of the blood fat to an increased 
risk of heart trouble. 

Until now, cholesterol levels were the key targets of heart 
disease prevention efforts, but experts say a new report in the 
May 8 issue of The Lancet may revise that thinking. 
Triglycerides, a major source of human energy, are produced 
by the liver or derived from foods. “Despite several decades 
of research, it has remained uncertain whether raised levels 
of triglyceride can cause heart disease,” said lead researcher 
Nadeem Sarwar, a lecturer in cardiovascular epidemiology at 
the University of Cambridge in England. 

“We found that people with a genetically programmed 
tendency for higher triglyceride levels also had a greater risk 
of heart disease,” Sarwar said. “This suggests that triglyceride 
pathways may be involved in the development of heart 
disease.” 

To explore a genetic link between triglycerides and heart 
disease, Sarwar’s team collected data on 302,430 people 
who participated in 101 studies. “We employed novel genetic 
approaches - so-called ‘Mendelian randomization analysis,”’ 
he said. 

Specifically, the researchers looked at mutations in the 
apolipoprotein A5 gene, a known determinant of triglyceride 
concentrations. They found that for every copy of the variant, 
there was a 16 percent increase in triglyceride concentrations, 
so two copies increased triglyceride levels 32 percent. 

People with two such variants had a 40 percent increased risk 
of developing heart disease, the researchers calculated. 
Although these genetic findings indicate a causative role for 
triglyceride pathways in the development of heart disease, they 
do not replace the need for large randomized clinical trials of 
medications that lower blood triglyceride levels, Sarwar said. 
Such trials should help establish whether reducing triglyceride 
concentration can reduce the risk of heart disease, he said. 
“There are several medications currently available or under 
development that can infiuence blood triglyceride levels,” he 
noted. 

Drug maker Novartis, the British Heart Foundation and the 
UK Medical Research Council funded the study. 

Dr. Gregg C. Fonarow, a professor of cardiovascular medicine 
and director of the Ahmanson-UCLA Cardiomyopathy Center 
at the University of California, Los Angeles, also said more 
research is needed. 

“Elevated LDL cholesterol has been definitively established 
as a major modifiable cardiovascular risk factor,” he said. 
“There is also strong evidence that low levels of HDL identify 
individuals at increased risk for cardiovascular events. 
However, the independent role that elevated triglyceride levels 
play in cardiovascular risk has been more difficult to establish 
and controversial,” he said. 

This study suggests a modest independent association between 
triglycerides and coronary heart disease, Fonarow said. 
“Despite these findings it still remains to be demonstrated 
whether lowering triglyceride levels in patients with — or at 
risk for - cardiovascular disease will in and of itself reduce 
the risk of cardiovascular events and if so by how much,” he 
said. 

Another expert. Dr. Byron Lee, an assistant professor of 
cardiology at the University of California, San Francisco, 
suggested the study could alter the guidelines for heart 
prevention. “Traditionally, clinicians have focused only on 
getting our patients’ LDL down and our HDL up because we 
thought that these were the major players in heart disease,” he 
said.Q

Those are the words of the mother of Matt Dariano, one of the 
five kids at Live Oak High Sehool in the San Franeiseo Bay 
Area who were sent home for having the temerity to wear 
Ameriean flag tee shirts on the “Mexiean heritage day” of 
Cineo de Mayo. 

“There will not be an apology,” Mrs. Dariano told the eamera 
erew outside the sehool. “Matthew is part Hispanie, OK? He’s an 
Ameriean. So, no, there will be no apology from any Dariano.” 
Guess who else uttered the exaet same phrase last year? James 
Crowley, the white Cambridge eop who arrested blaek Harvard 
professor Louis Gates, Jr. and was singled out in a nationally 
televised press eonferenee by President Obama for “aeting 
stupidly.” 

On July 23 of last year outside his home, a reporter told Crowley 
that Gates had asked for an apology from him for his handling 
of the ineident. 

“There will be no apology,” Crowley replied. 

After a beat, the reporter followed up: “Is this now and ever, 
‘no apology,?” 

“Yes,” Crowley replied flatly. 

The faet is, Amerieans are inereasingly fed up with the raeially 
divisive, politieally eorreet insanity pulsating through the 
eountry today. After years of being pressured and browbeaten 
by the left-wing PC poliee about what they ean say, do, think, 
and wear, many Amerieans have had enough. And they’re 
espeeially furious with being asked to apologize for things that 
aren’t or shouldn’t be in the least bit offensive. 

The idea that high sehool kids anywhere in Ameriea would be 
ealled the prineipal’s offiee - let alone that they would be asked 
whether they should apologize - for wearing elothes bearing the 
image of the United States flag, is a perfeet ease in point. 

It’s the kind of insanity that rankles the sensibilities of millions 
upon millions of Amerieans, and has them eheering when 
someone - whether a Cambridge eop or a Bay Area mother - 
stands up, refuses to baek down, and says, “there will be no 
apology. ”□ 
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Arizona law May Be Flawed, But 
Federal Bemedy Will Be Worse

President Baraek Obama 
has deelared himself deeply 
troubled by Arizona’s new 
immigration enforeement bill. 
He warned that it “earries a 
great amount of risk that eore 
values that we all eare about 
are breaehed” and implied 
that it will lead to rampant 
raeial profiling and God only 
knows what else. 

Attorney General Erie Holder 
warned that his legal eagles 
are keeping a elose eye on 
how the law is implemented. 
If he isn’t satisfied, the Justiee 
Department eould take the 
unusual step of suing a state 
to overturn a law elosely 
modeled on federal statutes. 
Obama, Holder, and eompany 
say that Arizona’s enforeement 
approaeh is elearly the wrong 
one to the problem of illegal 
immigration, and they eould 
be right about that. But the 
kind of proposals they are 
supporting would be far more 
burdensome for Ameriean 
eitizens. 

Let’s grant that the Arizona 
law may very well be 
unreasonable and troubling. 
But if that’s the ease then so 
is the broad mass of law that 
applies to illegal immigrants. 
The faets are pretty elear. 
Somewhere between 12 and 
20 million people are breaking 
the law by simply residing in 
this eountry. They enjoy no 
legal right to be here and ean 
faee deportation if found out. 
Sinee the early 1950s, 
immigrants have been required 
to earry doeumentation on 
their person at all times 
proving that they have the 
right to reside in the United 
States. The easiest way to 
tell the differenee between 
a foreign national who has 
requested and been granted 
that right and one who has not 
is to ask to see his green eard. 
Fears of a raeially-based 
eraekdown are worth serious 
eonsideration, but the 
Arizona law does eontain 
some safeguards to try to 
diseourage that sort of thing. 
Poliee eannot simply ask to 
see a random suspeet’s papers. 
The request for information 
has to eome in addition to 


some other lawful eontaet. If 
a poliee offieer pulls someone 
over for running a red light or 
arrests a shoplifter, and has a 
reasonable suspieion that the 
seofflaw is not here legally, he 
is now supposed to ask about 
the seofflaw’s legal status. 
Said seofflaw ean foree the 
offieer to baek off by simply 
produeing a valid Arizona 
state driver’s lieense. 

If, as erities eharge, the Arizona 
law is unreasonable, unjust, 
and subjeet to mueh abuse, 
the federal remedy would be 
mueh worse. That is the view 
of Alex Nowrasteh, a seholar 
at the libertarian Competitive 
Enterprise Institute who 
speeializes in immigration 
studies (Diselosure: I am the 
eo-host CEI’s Liberty Week 
podeast). Nowrasteh opposes 
the Arizona law and he agrees 
thatmanyofPresidentObama’s 
eoneerns are well founded, 
but he warns, “The proposed 
eomprehensive immigration 
reform bill would do more to 
Europeanize Ameriean labor 
markets than just about any 
other reform.” 

The Arizona law would 
eneourage some poliee in 
some eireumstanees to ask 
for papers, and it ineludes 
stiff penalties to diseourage 
Arizonans from “knowingly” 
hiring illegal workers. 
The outline of the federal 
eomprehensive immigration 
reform would have the U.S. 
government issue every 
Ameriean eitizen a national 
biometrie identity eard, 
establish a new government 
database, and use an e-verify 
system to determine if we 


would be allowed to work in 
this eountry. 

Nowrasteh told me Wednesday 
that he has serious misgivings 
about these proposals. “The 
government databases that 
it already maintains have 
pretty high error rates,” he 
explained. He eited alarming 
figures by Westat, a eontraetor 
working for the Department 
of Homeland Seeurity. 
The Arm found that the 
government’s eurrent limited 
e-verify program “misses 
undoeumented workers 
54 pereent of the time and 
misidentifles legal workers as 
illegal about 1 pereent of the 
time.” 

The eurrent government 
databases and e-verify system 
may be justified beeause 
they apply mostly to federal 
eontraetors, but the Obama 
administration would expand 
this to inelude the entire 
Ameriean labor market. Some 
of the false positives might be 
eleared up but not all of them. 
The bottom line is that “This 
would keep many Amerieans,” 
— who had done nothing wrong 
or illegal — “from getting 
a job.” At the same time, it 
would do little to diseourage 
illegal immigration. 
Norwasteh also worries about 
what sueh ehanges would say 
about this eountry. “There 
is something fundamentally 
anti-Ameriean about having 
to ask permission from the 
government to get a job. I 
think it is literally anti all of 
the prineiples that Ameriea 
was founded on,” he told me. 
Clearly he has different eore 
values than the president.□

no va a terminar hasta que desaparezca la demanda 
de las drogas ilegales, de las que Estados Unidos 
es uno de los mayores consumidores. 

Explico que en ello se enmarca “el centro de la 
politica del presidente Barack Obama... de que uno 
tiene que tener una optica de no solamente de mano 
dura... (sino) una optica tambien de salud publica 
donde uno se tiene que preocupar de asegurarse de 
que los jovenes no entren a usar drogas y ese tipo 
de cosas”. 

Destaco que se requiere “una estrategia integral 
que contemple los tres aspectos flindamentales: 
interdiccion, erradicacion y al mismo tiempo 
el control de la demanda”. Valenzuela se reunio 
por la tarde con el presidente Ricardo Martinelli 
y luego participo en un encuentro con estudiantes 
panamenos que ban recibido becas de Estados 
Unidos. 

Valenzuela expreso a Martinelli el interes de 
Estados Unidos de apoyar la democracia, el 
proyecto de calles seguras y el desarrollo de 
programas de cooperacion, que no solo incluya el 
comercio, sino proyectos sociales que impacten 
directamente en los paises de la region, dijo la 
presidencia panamena en un comunicado.Q
